Relative to tbe proposed dam 
across the Ohio river bi-tween Cat- 
lettsburg and Ashland the Washing- 
ton correspondent of tbe Courltr* 
Journal hag the following: 

"In addition to tbe navigation of 
tbe Ohio river, it Is imporUnt tbat 
this dam be constructed at as tarly 
date as possible, because of tht Im- 
provement of the Big Saadr river, 
to which tbe Government has com- 
mitted Itself and has already ex- 
pended upon it exceeding $1,000,000 
in the construction of five locks and 
dams. These dams upon the Big 
Sandy for a greater portion of tho 
year are only useful for local traf- 
ri< . because the first dam in the 
Kig Sandy is at least three-quarters 
of a mile from the juncture of aald 
river with the Ohio river, tad whan 
the Ohio river It at low tide' the 
lipace between tho Ohio river can- 
not be navigated. 

"The completion of lock and dam 
No. 29 would render the Improve- 
mentH on the Big Sandy useful the 
entire year and tbe construction of 
two more locks and dams on Tug 
and Levisa forks on tbe Big Sandy, 
will bring that Improvement In 
touch with the immense coal tiflda 
of the Big Sandy."

The negro 
liad lived alone on this land, and it 
was thought he had no living rela- 
liviK Since liis death, however, it 
has been ascertained that he has 
several near relatives iti this city, 
Mose Burgess and John Wallace be- 
ing brothers, and Susan Ann Alll- 
aon and Add Wallac*; hia sisters. 

It apptara that the motbtr of 
these well known coiorad people 
was, when ahe waa about thirteen 
yeara old, given by Frederick Moore 
to his daughter, Mrs. Mary Wallace. 
She grew to womanhood, married, 
and became the mother of a large 
family. Some of these were sold, 
and each probably took the name 
of his new owner. One boy was 
named Dick, and when quite young 
he was sold to Watson.

hen should be aided in every way 
lossible to i>iit money in the own- 
er's pocket t>y laying tha "golden 
egg" in the nesL 

J. Oaylord Blair, In the Poultry 
rribuae. gtree Importaat aafiae- 
tloas oa the beat methods of aid- 
ing the hens to lay when pilcea are 
the highest 

Mr. Blair says: There are tour 
important points that must be look- 
ed after If we want winter eggs in 
great numbera. The firat point is 
chat a hen, to lay weU, muat be bred 
tor heaTy egg producUoa. Srery 
poultrymaa ahould uss trap.aasta In 
order to find the hen that lays the 
graatast numbar ot eggs, so that he 
can breed from the hen or bens, 
and build up a fine egg-laying strain 
of fowls. A hen to lay well must 
be bred tor the bus'nesa. 

The sfiond point Is that they 
muat be boused properly .TIm houae 
muat be warm. weU Tentllatad, and 
free from draughU. The best house 
for winter layers is the treoh-air 
paylfff ba^ae. Tha tl<sah^r house 
should bo closed on the eaat and 
west enda, and opeu on the soutli 
side, with some way to close It when 
there is a storm raging. A curtain 
made from muslin la all that ia nec- 
essary. 

A hen that rooata la a aaM koaae 

that is full ot eracks. with tba wlad 
oamlag In, will certainly not lay 
■any egga. In a tight houae the 
iMUs ara always damp and frosty lu 
ooM weather, and that kind of a 
bouse ia not healthy for birds to 
roost in. (iive the birds the best 
house you <'an and make It aa com- 
fortable as possible, and they will 
reward you by laying eijgs through 
the winter when prioea are the high- 
est
